A record peace-time naval appro 
priations bill providing $531,068,707 
for adding more ships, air fighters 
and men to the nation's sea de 
tenses was approved today by the 
house appropriations committee. 


Authority to build two new bat 
tleships was granted—provided any 
foreign signatory of a naval treaty 
should begin capital ship replace 
ment . 
Frankly stating It had in mind 
the apparent mandate of congres 
in the Vinson-Trammell treaty- 
naval act of "a navy second to 
none," the appropriations commit 
tee said its bill would add to fund

$592,287,707 during the 193

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KING FUAD OF EGYPT 
DIED TUESDAY AFTER 


LENGTHY ILLNESS 


FRIEND OF BRITISH TO BE 


SUCCEEDED BY YOUNG 


SON UNDER REGENCY 


.CAIRO, Egypt, April 28. 


W—King Faud I of Egypt, 
68-year old friend of the 
British, died today after a 
long illness. 


The illness was aggravat- 


ed over the week-end when 
a gangrenous condition de- 
veloped In his throat, preventing 
him'from taking nourishment. 


Crown Prince Farouk, 18 years 


old and now attending. school in 
England, will come to the throne 
under a regency until his 18th 
birthday. 


The regency will be composed 


of three men whose names were 
written by King Faud on 'a sheet 
of paper, then sealed In an en- 
velope to be opened by the proper 
authorities. 
Premier Alpi Pasha Maher, in 
waking the official announcement 
of his sovereign's passing, said 
death came at 1 p. m. local time 
(7 a. m. Eastern Standard Time). 


The news came as a shock to 


the population of Cairo following 
earlier reports that the monarch 
had rallied after a better night. 


Only this morning, the king had 


called his premier and other of- 
ficials to the palace and Insisted 
on transacting state business, but 
the gravity of his condition was 
clear when plans were made for 
Crown Prince Farouk's departure 
from England tomorrow. 
In Indifferent Health. 


Faud, who celebrated his 68th 


birthday anniversary March 26, 
had been In 
indifferent 
health 


many months. He had never fully 
recovered from his serious illness 
of 1934 when numerous foreign 
specialists were summoned to the 
eu'mmer palace at Montazah. 


At that time, palace sources en- 
deavored to spread the report that 
the short, thick-set, fair-complex^ 
loned king was merely suffering 
from weakness following a. mild 
attack of influenza. 
It now is believed he then was 
a victim of severe attack of pneu- 
risy which weakened his heart. 
'The troubled political situation 
in Cairo, including the revival of 
the Wafd' party strength, leading 
up to rcent street rioting, the In- 
terplay of British and Italian opin- 
ion, 
and the emphasis on military 


questions made it more difficult 
for the Egyptian 
monarch 
to 


throw off the lingering effects of 
his 1934 illness.

His death came at a time when 
Anglo-Egyptian relations had only 
recently progressed from the riot 
stage, caused

peaceful negotiatipns for a treaty 
of alliance. 
To the extent which his death 
now creates a certain internal in- 
Btability in Egypt, it is expected 
to have an adverse effect on Brit- 
ish and Egyptian relations and 
may 'delay negotiations.

Farouk is a minor, requiring a 
regency council until he comes or 
age on' his 18th birthday, further 
complicates matters politically.

In Dawson the 
rainfall was 1.41 inches, accord- 
ing to the government gauge, and 
Kerens had 
1.22 inches. 
Rice, 
Emhouse, Barry 
and 
Blooming 


Grove estimated the rainfall at 
1.50 
Inches. Frost, Purdon, Rich- 


land, 
Navarro, 
Eureka, 
Roane, 


Chatfleld and other communities 
reported a rainfall varying from 
estimates of 1.60 to 1.70 inches. 


Previous Rainfall. 
Prior to the rain Tuesday morn- 
ing the rainfall for the year had 
been 2.50 inches with two snows 
estimated at one Inch each, fur- 
nishing soem additional moisture. 
In January the rainfall was .59 
of an inch, but both snows were 
In that month. February furnish- 
ed 1.30 inches of rainfall 
and 
March only .34 of an inch, making 
a total of 2.23 Inches for 
the 


first three months of the year. 
The April rainfall prior to Tues- 
day was .27 of an inch. Rainfall 
to June 28 last year was 11.93 
Inches. 
Farmers can now finish plant- 


ing cotton. 
Showers during the 
past two weeks afforded an op- 
portunity for many farmers 
to 
start planting, but a bulk of the 
work remains to be done. Cotton 
planted during the past week or 
ten days will come up as the rain 
Tuesday morning was warm and 
not a packing one. 


Season Is Late. 
The season Is a little late for 


cotton, but not enough to make 
any material difference if a nor- 
mal season follows. A good sub- 
soil moisture, combined with the 
rains during the past few days 
has served to keep farm lands in 
a reasonably fair condition and 
prevented extreme 
damage. 
Oats are a little below normal 


In the county at this time but 
the rain will add some to the 
production and will also help ma- 
ture them. Oats are not as high 
as usual but the moisture will 
cause them to run up consider- 
ably during the remaining grow- 
ing period and the farmers will 
be able to cut them with binders. 
Many had expressed doubt of be- 
ing able to harvest oats In the 
usual manner and were preparing 
to cut them with mowers If the 
dry weather prevailed much lon- 
ger.Corn will also be benefltted. 
Showers over most of the county 
had helped to keep corn from 
suffering but had not supplied 
enough moisture to keep it grow- 
ing as It should. 
In some sec- 
tions corn is late and in others 
a good stand was not secured. 
With more favorable condition's 
during the remainder a fair corn 
crop will be produced. 


To Plant How Croni. 
Row crops are expected to fill 


In as feed crops this season.' Many 
farmers were preparing .to plant 
maize, 
hegn.rl 
and 
other 
row 
crops just as soon as a season 
In the 
ground 
would 
permit. 


These crops usually produce well 
here and are being planted by 
many farmers as a means of 
diversification which will enable 
them to get away from the old 
method of depending upon corn 
and1 oats for feed. 
Just as soon as the ground 


dries 
sufficiently 
farmers 
will 
be busy planting cotton, plowing 
corn and generally working their 
land. 


Gardens Benefltted. 
Small truck and garden farm- 


ers are also rejoicing over the 
rain. 
Many garflens had almost 
burned up. especially on the hea- 
vy black lands. 
Trees, shrubs and lawns In the 


elites which were showing the 
effect of the dry weather will be 
revived and city residents will 
be relieved of watering them reg- 
ularly. 
The skies were heavily over- 
cast mosl of Tuesday morning 
and showers fen at intervals in- 
dicating that perhaps more rain 
could be expected. 
The clouds 
also prevented the pround from 
baking an3 allowed tho moisture 
to soak in slowly. 
No hard winds were reported 


from any section of tho county 
and there were no reports of dam- 
age Irom the lightning which ac- 
companied tho rain.

BEFORE GIRLS DIED 


GREENVILLE, April 28. 


_(#)—W. W. (Dester) Mc- 
Casland testified today that 
he bought a poison (arsen- 
ic) for his former wife, Mrs. 
Velma Patterson, less than 
six 
weeks 
before 
their 


daughter, 
Dorothy, died, 
allegedly from poison administer- 
ed by the woman. 


"She sent me to town to buy 


groceries and arsenic, telling me 
to charge the arsenic, but I paid 
for it," McCasland said. 


McCasland on direct examination 


explained that he, the first of 
Mrs. 
Patterson's three husbands, 


was divorced from her in 1929 
and, 
since then, had been farm- 


ing. 
He said he farmed for three 


years near Sulphur Springs and 
three near Lubbock; 


He returned home to visit the 


children (Dorothy, 12, and her sis- 
ter, 
Billie Fae McCasland, 11) each 


Christmas, he testified. It was on 
Jan. 7 of this year, when he vis- 
ited Commerce and saw Mrs. Pat- 
terson again, that he said she 
sent him to buy th« poison.

ing of Feb. 17, several hour.s be- 
fore she died. 


He said she made the statement 


in response to his questions to 
whether she wanted some "rest 
medicine." 
"I know I'm going to die, and I 
don't care,' the girl said, accord- 
ing to McCasland. 
"Little Billie 
Fae is gone." 


Mrs. Patterson, the witness tes- 


tified, was with hi mat the child's 
bedside waiting for the arrival of 
a physlcan. 


"Dorothy begged for a doctor 


and. I asked Mrs. Patterson if we 
had better call one, but she said, 
"No, 
wait until morning.' '• 


McCasland said Mrs. Patterson 
"came after him," Tuesday. Feb. 
11, at the home of his father near 
Sulphur Springs and he remained 
at Dorothy's bedside until Friday. 


Found Child Worse. 
"When I arrived, she was vom- 


iting, complaining of burning up. 
but her hands and feet were cold," 
he testified. 
"She improved and

She herself was under in- 
dictment at oen time on a liquor 
charge but repeal of the state pro- 
hibition law resulted In the case 
being dismissed.

Dorothy was buried Feb. 18 in 
Pleasant Grove cemetery and Mc- 
Casland returned to his father's 
home that night, he said.

In 1902 in the same court room 


he set up a chemical apparatus, poi- 
soned a frog and explained the 
stages of his analysis to a jury try- 
ing a man for poisoning his wife. 
The defendant was assessed the 
death penalty. 


Virtually all of the state's testi- 


mony against the 34-year-old Com- 
merce 
widow, 
who pleaded in- 


nocence, had centered on the poi- 
son angle, the only departure being 
mention of an insurance policy on 
the child's life. 


C. W. Ambrose, Greenville Insur- 


ance agent, 
showed 
photostatic 


copies of two insurance policies 
amounting to $551 on the child's 
life and of a draft for that amount. 
The agent said that when he urged 
Mrs. Patterson to take out more 
insurance, she answered that "I 
can't afford it." 


The state attempted to show Mrs. 
Patterson bought poison shortly be- 
fore the child died early this year 
and that there had been specula- 
tion about the death of the chil- 
dren before officers opened an in- 
vestigation last month. 


Says Mother Bought Poison 
Fano Lamer, Commerce phar- 
macist, showed records indicating 
Mrs. Patterson bought rat poison 
Jan. 3 and another poison the next 
day. 
Lamer said she told him she 
wanted to kill rats.

said she talked by telephone with

War, for the control of Con-

against the British. 


Russia, Eumania and Bul- 


garia, for whom the Dar- 
danelles and Bosporus are 
an outlet into the Mediter- 
ranean, will not like to see 
them fortified. They will 
argue that such 
essential 


•water routes should be kept 
unmilitarized and open to 
all nations, in peace or war, 
as the Suez Canal is sup- 
posed to be. But Turkey, 
whose friendship they too 
desire, is expected to have 
her way. And then sooner 
or later, very likely, a big 
war will be fought over it. 


That is, unless the world 


can rise to making all such

permanently

terms, as they should be, in- 
cluding the Strait of Gibral- 
tar and our Panama Canal.

JUDGES ASSAILED 


We shall never under- 


stand the English people. 
Look at the condition their 
courts are in today. They 
have become so businesslike 
that nobody can keep up 
with them. In one of the 
higher courts recently an 
attorney had to ask 
for 


postponement of his case be- 
cause, seeing that 
there 


were 59 cases ahead of his 
own, he had thought it safe 
to let an important witness 


o to Belgium for 10 days. 
n less than that time 
the 


cases were all cleaned up 
and the court was insisting 
that he come to trial- The 
judges were much put out 
about it, too. They wanted 
to keep going. 


In another sitting report- 


ed recently in London, a 
judge disposed of his busi- 
ness in 15 
minutes 
and 


couldn't find anything else 
to do. In still another, three 
judges out of 12 were out 
of work, and two others ex- 
hausted the pending cases, 
long before the 
day 
was 


over.

Btrange if you recall the old 
Star Chamber days, when 
British courts used to get 
so far behind that the liti- 
gants usually died before 
their suits came to trial.

There is a shock in the 


title of a book just publish- 
ed, "Lawless Judges." 
Its 


introduction speaks boldly 
of "the flagrant lawlessness 
of our judiciary in curtail- 
ing, and at times abrogat- 
ing, the constitutional rights 
of indivduals and economic 
groups" in this country. 


The 
authors, Louis 
P. 


Goldberg and Eleanore Lev- 
enson, may be "radicals," 
for all we know, but the 
writer of the introduction 
is Prof. Morris R. Cohen, a 
scholar of high repute and 
an authority on the philos- 
ophy of law. 


He maintains that many 


of our constitutional guar- 
antees 
are 
mere 
"blank 


checks," which judges can 
fill in as they please, ac- 
cording to their personal 
views. He says they them- 
selves 
create "retroactive 


law" in spite of the Con- 
stitution. He deplores 
the 


power by which they, in 
expressing their views from 
the bench, can often control 
the acts of legislative bod- 
ies, thus making themselves 
virtually law-makers. 


All this is very unsettling. 


The public will want to hear 
now from the judges them- 
selves.

izes federal grants to states for 
four types of children's aid—mat- 
ternal and child health services, 
crippled children's services, child 
welfare services and aid to de- 
pendent children. 


Child Aid Most Popular.

after the state has devised a 
plan acceptable to the social se- 
curity board for handling 
the 


funds and has established a state 
agency to administer the plan.

money 50-50 for crippled child- 
ren's and maternal

health services and two-for-one 
for dependent children's aid. For 
child welfare work no ratio has 
been set. , 


With state legislatures, the chil- 


dren's aid provisions of the so- 
cial security act, with those for 
the aged and blind, are proving 
most popular. All but one state, 
North Dakota, 
have 
submitted 
plans for receiving at least one

child welfare. 


Many Plans Approved.

Filling out a work sheet does 


not bind the farmer in any way 
to take part in the program. It 
is entirely a voluntary program, 
and farmers should bear this In 
mind. 


For their own protection farm- 


ers should measure every acre of 
their cultivated land at once be- 
fore filling out the work sheet.

Mexico Hopes for Future Peace 


Preiident Laiaro Cardenat 


Calle* in exile at daughter's home 


The same political storm that swept former President Flutarco Elias 
Calles into exile in United States, perhaps forever, appears to have 
left in its wake a Mexico hopefully facing a long peripd of com- 
parative tranquility. 'President Lazaro Cardenas' drastic order for 
deportation of the former "strong man of Mexico" seems to have 
cleared up_ a tense situation which began with the return of Calles 
from voluntary exile six months ago. 
Calles found that his former 


political ally, by the simple expedient of giving the people some of 
the things which Calles had promised them when he was in power 
but had not fulfilled, has established himself in an impregnable 
position. 
Cardenas foresaw ihe inevitable showdown which must 


result if Calles remained in Mexico. He anticipated 'the situation by 
his order deporting the former "strong wan".

tranquil era and one more prosperous for the nation at Urge.

subject, personage or country. Travelogs of educational value have 
.been issued to schools and cultural organizations. Industries are 
making instructive newsreels tracing the history of their products 
in the realization that such promotion and publicity has a definite 
value for them. Another of the newer type of newsreel treats 
exhaustively of some current topic, approaching it from various 
angles, rather than presenting a series of episodic subjects. Thou- 
sands of schools have installed projectors and are showing movies 
in conjunction with classroom work and an even greater extension of 


activity along this line is anticipated. 


Hospital Insurance Plan Gains 


Thirteen important cities now have in operation a system of hospital 
insurance which is winning increasing popularity. In New York 
alone more than 65,000 are enrolled in the system, each one paying 
110 a year, n fee which entitles them to 21 days of bed, board and 
treatment at any one of the 147 affiliated hospitals in cage of sick- 
ness. , While the system has obvious advantages, it fails, in the 
opinion of Dr. Thomas Parran, Jr., new surgeon general of United 
States public health service, to meet the financial problems of the 
modern doctor.' Dr. Parran aOvocatcs an extension of federal service 
in the mcdica! field, leaving active management ot the program to 
the physicians. He would provide free drugs nnd treatment for all

today were explained by Rev. W. 
M. Justice,

meeting of the Civltan club at 
the Navarro hotel. Three musi- 
cal numbers by Sidney Miller, 
violinist-composer, 
preceded 
the 


address. 
Officers for the ensuing year 
were elected following a report 
of the nominating committee by 
Russell Purifoy. chairman. The 
officers 
elected 
by acclamation 
were Robert Cason, president; Ed 
Wondorf, first vice-president; O. 
F. 
Allen, 
second 
vice-president

In charge of today's program 
was Secretary Carraway and Bob 
Tripp, and President. Roy Peebles, 
appointed Robert Cason and N. 
Suttle Roberts as next Thursday's 
committee. 
Sidney Miller, accompanied by 
Randolph Mitchell, played "Gloomy 
Sunday," the famous Hungarian 
suicide song, "Lost." and "Tn- 
thpny, Why Are You Adverse?"

3. Fascism denies the freedom 
of speech and freedom of press 
upon which democratic forms of 
government era founded, and 
4. Fascism is ruled by the mili- 
tary. 
Ths speaker cited concrete ex- 
amples of things taking place In 
the United Status today that were 
artalogous to ths four qualities 
of fascism.

Every helper of his fellows can 


rela.te a succession of such stories 
of apparent ingratitude;

ciation may be felt, but it has 
not been spoken. During these 
depression years the strain upon 
volunteer relief workers has been

heard a single "Thank you" from

No other factor has been so great 
as this one in slowing up wel- 
fare gifts and activities.

Jesus among the healed lepers—• 
one in ten—was higher than the 
average. 


"Unclean! Unclean!" 


That lepers were the recipients 


intensifies this familiar incident 
from Luke's Gospel. There is no 
other disease so dread as lep- 
rosy; and, until recent years, no 
cure was known. By the Mosaic 
law, 
lepers 
were 
required 
to 


keep apart from their kind. At 
the approach 
of strangers they 


cried, "Unclean! 
Unclean!" 


Such 
a 
miserable group, 
up 


near the border of Galilee and 
Samaria, hailed Jesus, 
as 
He 


went on His momentous journey 
to Jerusalem. 
Only those 
who 


know leprosy can understand the 
horror of the spectacle of those 
miserable creatures, with bloated 
skin, and, often, with 
members 


missing. Before the British came 
to Palestone, a cluster of lep- 
ers used to beg at the bridge 
over the brook Kedron, between 
Jerusalem 
and 
the 
Mount 
of 


Olives. 


So great was the name of Je- 


sus, the healer, that it had reach- 
ed to a cluster of outcasts, who, 
having heard of 
His 
coming, 


awaited Him off from the road- 
side. As Ho appeared, their husky 
throats cried, "Jesus, Master, have 
mercy upon us!" The loving heart 
of the Great Physician, who is 
never deaf to any plea of need, 
made instant answer, in one of 
tho most 
remarkable 
miracles 


ever recorded in the New Testa- 
ment. 
Jesus did not have 
per- 


sonal contact with the suppliants; 
only by His word He granted 
them the priceless 
boon 
they 


sought. He bade the lepers show 
themselves to the priests; and as 
they went they were made clean 
of their loathsome disease. 


"Where Are The Nine?" 


Only one of the 
transformed 


came back to render thanks for 
a boon beyond all measure. This 
failure evoked from the heart of 
Jesus thcpoiRnantphrase, "Where 
are the nine?" Evidently, grati- 
tude was prized by the Master. 
Jesus humanly longed, as do all 
of us, for understanding and ap- 
preciation. Indeed, is not the Bi- 
ble full of exhortations to give 
thanks? 


Most of us fall down right here. 


We lack this quality which Is a 
first mark of a gentleman and a 
Christian. 
Our common failure, 


and that of the nine lepers, is not 
only a lack of common courtesy, 
but also a denial of that prin- 
ciple expressed by the Psalmist: 
"Let the redeemed of the Lord 
say so." 


All the helpers of 
men 
who 


have been loci to quit by lack of 
appreciation-and how bitterly I 
have frequently 
heard 
men 
ex- 


press themselves upon public in- 
gratitude!—have, in spirit, repeat- 
ed 
Christ's 
reproachful, 
"Where 
are the nine?" 


Well, sonic of thorn are read- 


ing these lines. In these post-war 
years even the civilities of dinner-
